immediately upon the receipt of the sbove, Mr. Beard, with 
Alierman Wilson, proc eded to communicate to Muller the result 


of Ше efforts that had been made on bis behalf. They were re- 
ceived by Mr. Jonas, the governor of Newgate, who conducted them 
to the coudenmed cell. They found the prisoner exrgeged 

writipg. He immediately тоге, and extended his hand 
t Mr. Beard, who ssked him how he was. The convict 
said “I аш very well" Mr. Jonas then informed the prisoner 
of t: efforts that bad been made to save bis li'e, and that Mr 
Beard h-d just received a reply from the Secretary of State, which 
he read to him. At the conclasion the convict said, in a low voice, 
“I did not expect anything «1-6 ’ Mr. Beard then said to the 
prisoner, * Did you know that any efforts had been made on your 
behalf?” ‘Ibe prisoner replied, “ Yes, I did think so.^ Mr Beard 
then said, " Have you any statement that you wish to make?" 
The prisoner, * No, nothing.” * Because,” continued Mr Beard, 
“now that all has been done that can be done for you, and there is 
no hopo in this world, it you have anything to ackno «ledge, you 
had better do so.” In reply to this Maller said, “І should ba à very | 
bad fellow if I had done it. I have no other statement to make 
than tbat which | have already made” Mr. Beard then asked him 
if he had made his peace with God. The prisoner said, *' Yes;’ 
aud iu every respect appeared resigned to his fate. Mr. Beard then 
shook hands with bim, and said, Good-bye, Muller; God bless 
you!” The prisoner returned the pressure of tho hand, and was 
left to himself.

PuEPARATIONS FOR THE EXECUTION 
Although the evidence that was adduced in support of tho alle- 
gation that the prioner was the murderer of the unhappy gentle- 
man who was so crcelly deprived of life, was considered, rot only 
by the counsel for the prosecution, the learned judges, and the jury, 
to be of the most conclusive character, the culprit, both befcre and 
after his conviction, and indeed down to the very moment when, it 
may be truly seid, he was standiog on the brink of eternity, per- 
sisted on every occasion that presented itself to declare that be was 
innocent of the erime This did not have the slightest effect upon 
those who are acoustomed to observe the con 1и >! of criminals, and 
the p with which they adhere to sta:oments, which, upon 
the of them, are evidently untrue, when they expect thereby to 
escape the dread punishment of death, alihough no doubt many of 
the publio gave éredi; to Muller's assertions — It was p 
noticed that in all the statements made by the onl as to hie 
being innocent, they rather amounted to an assertion that be was 
nt guilty of the crie of murder than to au assertion that he was 
innocent of the crime of which he hed been convicted. The 
impression produced upon tho mind of Dr. Cappell, a Ger- 
man Lutheran minister, attached to the German Church 
in Great Alle-street, Goodman’e-fields, who has been almost 
constantly with the pri-oner, was that this wat the feeling 
entertained by the prisoner; but he was staggered CCCs- 
sionally by the earnest тапк in which Maller declared his inno- 
cence. The Rev Mr. Davis, the o:dinary of the geol of Newgate, 
who was also in frequent commanication with the priconer, re- 
pes'edly exhorted bim to spesk the truth, and not to go out of the 
world with a lie in his mouth, and said that by doivg во he was 
not only off-nding against man, but against God, acd to this exhor- 
tation the prisoner made оге of the remarkable answer, “ Man bas 
no power to forgive sins, aud, therefore, it із во use to conf. gs to 
him." Upon enother occasion Mr. Alderman and Sheriff Г: Кіз algo 
impressed upon the prisoner that there was no hope for him in this 
world, and that he ought to endeavour to make some atonement to 
society for his crime by telling the truth, but he only replied, “І 
am eg ll i 
r. Cappell, who took a deep interest in the culprit, appeared to 
bave formed the opinion that he was most sivocre са Дылан in his 
prayers and religious exercires, aud he considers that he was not 
at all to be considered in the light of an ordinary murderer; and he 
formed the opinion that the offence was unpremectiated. With this 


view, upon one occasion when the prisoner tated that be was inno- | 


cent, he replied that possibly he considered he was not guilty of the 
crime of wilfal murder, becsute he had been tempted by the sight 
of Mr. Brigge’s watch and obain to contemplate the offence cf 
robbery, and that the unfortunate gentleman met bis death during 
a struggle, aud after blows had been exchanged, aud that he either 
fell or was pushed out of the rail way- osrriage. To this the prisoner, 
who was evicently somewhat off his guard, replied that he believed 
the affair took place something in that manner. 

While upon this part of the subject it may be remarked, that 
although an attempt was made by Mr. Serjeant Parry at the trial, 
on behalf о: the prisone*, to show that he was physicslly incapable 
of committing the act of manea point of fact the culprit was 
an exceedingly muscn'ar young man, with an extraordinary breadth 
of shoulders, and his hnds were remarkably large and powerful,

Cappell, in the course of the evening, urged him most earnestly 
to» the truth, remembering thet ће wag upon the brink of 
eternity, and that be must shortly appear before Lis to whom 
ali secrets were known, and he earnestly bim, for the sake of 
his hopes hereafter, to speak the trath; but all was of mo avail, and 
the reverend gentleman, who appears to be an unafiectedly pions,

struggles of the notorious Muller. This movement on the part 
of the crowd in immediate proximity to the gallows imparted 
its significance with lightning speed to the crowds iu the distance, 
who instantly raised the cries of “ They are coming,” “ They are 
coming,” “ Hats off,” '' Hats off" At this moment the most intense 
excitement and confusion prevailed, in the midst of which terrible 
din reverberated the echoes of the solemn knell, which, from ite 
increased rapid tolling, indicated that the mournful procession had 
gained the steps of t hideous, cloth-draped gibbet. A moment 
afterwards the common hangmen made his sppeerance on the soal- 
fold, and then withdrew to see that all was right. He had no 
sooner disappeared than Muller, accompanied by the Rev. J. Davis, 
chaplain, and Dr. Oappell, followed by other officials, made his ap- 
arance. This was а signal for the renewed excitement and 
elamour of the swerving multitude, who had largely, and as it were 
imperceptibly, increased, and whose upturned anxious faces met the 
gaze at all points. 

Tbe culprit ascended the scaffold with в firm step, and placed 
himself under the drop He cast his eyes once up towards the 
beam, and his lips quivered with emotion, but this he evidently 
sought to check. After the csp had been drawn cvor his head and 
the rope put round his neck, Dr. Cappel! took hold of his hand and 
sgaiu prayed with him ‘This he did for some minutes, and oon- 
cluded by addressing tho following words to the now fast dying 
man :—“ Ia a few moments you will be before your God. I ask you, 
for the last time, are you innocent or guilty 2" : 

Muller: I am innocent 

Dr. Cappell: You aro innocent ? 

Maller: God Alm'ghty knows what I have done. ~ 

Dr. Cappell: Does God know that you have done this deed ? 

Muller was silent. 

Dr. Oappell: I ask you now, solemnly, end for the last timo, havo 
уоп committed this crime?

by his denial’ of his guilt, and the endeavours that have been made 
to establish his innocence, the fact of hia havin t 
mitted that he, and he alone, committed the crime is sati-factory. 
The crowd that was assembled, although large, undonbie ily 
was not so great as was anticipated ; and this was probably 
owing, in ® great extent, to the weather, it having rained 
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almost without intermission the whole of Sunday night. 
Daring tbe Bunday tbe vicirity of the gaol presented a 
very extraordinary ау резгапое, the Old Bailey having 
been crowded by persons, some of whom appeared to be 
in а ble position of life, who were eagerly snd ouri- 
ously examining the preparations for the execution, and the door 
of the prison from which the prisoner would be brought to the 
scaffold. The question has often been mooted whether it would 
not be advisable to change the day cf execation at Newgate from 
Monday to Tuesday, in which case it would not be necessary to 
commence ару of the proceedings in connexion with the erection of 
the scaffold until Monday, and thus the desecration of the Sabbath 
which at present takes place would be avoided, as there would be 
nothing unveual to attract the attention of the public on that day. 
Au alteration of this character was carried ont а few years at 
Horsemonger-lane, the county gaol for Surrey, and there does not 
seem to be any reason why the same thing should not be done at 
Neque. The scaffold on this as on previous occasions was hung 
rouod with black cloth, во that when the drop fell very little more 
than the head of the culprit was vi:ible. 


MORE HORROBS.—HORRIBLE MURDER OF A 
FOREIGNER. 


Last week the headless body of а man was fonnd in the reeds on 
the north bank cf the reaches of the river marshes at Silvertown, 
between Blackwall and North Woolwich, one of the most lonely 
spots in the neighbourhood. Тае body, which was discovered by 
& boy and a man out shooting, is believed to show that the deceased 
was murdered. The body is that of а foreigner of between twenty 
aud twenty-five years of age, and the middle rank of life. It was 
clothed in good black cloth trousers, hessian boots, and socke The 
buitons on the trousers bore upon them the mark of “ О. Grsepel, 
Hamburg” The shirt, which was somewhat worn, bore the ini 
"О. В, 6.” There were vo braces or drawers. The body from the 
abdomen upwards was perfectly bare, the right arm resting on the 
breast. Ali the fingers had been eaten away by the water-rate. 
The left shoulder-bone also bore indications of the gnawing of 
the water-rats, but in all other respects there were no indica! 
whatever of decomposition or decay. The mud upon the boots was 
qnite moist, and to all appearance the corpse was that of a man who 
bad only ceased to breathe for a few days. The trunk of the body 
where the bead was dissevered prevents а most ghastly ap 
The first blow, either with a hatohot or otber ё ment, 
failed to accomplish its intended effect, leaving osiy ё gaéh upon 
the neck, bui the second blo » was apparently delivered ёо decisively 
that it severed the head from the trank with the cleanness cf 4 
guillotine Tbe height of the murdered man, from the meséure- 
ment takén on the spot (minus the head), would appear t have 
been ft. 5ш. The only property found upon the body was & 
farthing and а scrap of paper. The blood on the neck was quite 
freab. А portion of clotted blood and brains was found im the 
immediate neighbourhood of the river, where the body was dis- 
covered, and tbi$, with the rashes by which it was sufrounded, 
were put together and preserved for the inquiry before the coroner. 
г. and Mrs. Kohl, residing in Hoy -stiect, Plaistow, identified 
the clothes of the deceased as being those belonging to а former 
lodger of theirs, Theodor Fabrhop. Го Іов Nightingale Kohl 
stated that when the deceased camo to him he had plenty of clothes, 
but по money. Mr. Richardson asked Kohl what he hed dune with 
thé clothes? Kobl replied that he had pawned them. Mr. 
Richardson askcd whore? Kobl said he did not know. Mr. 
Richardson asked whether he had ever seen any of the duplichtes ? 
Kobl said be һай not. Mr Richardson said that if Kobl knew that 
deceased had pawned his clothes, be (Koh!) must krow what had 
become of the duplicates. Kobl said he did not; that when the 
deceased came to him be had no money, but plenty of clothes. Mrs. 
Kohl stated positively that the last time she saw deceased alive 
was on the morning o! Thursday week, and Kohl asserted the same 
thing with regard to the time when he Isst saw the deceased.

Plaistow, snd was known to have money and а good stook of 
clothes, which he bad prepared for (he purpose of proceeding to New 
York. Tho male prisoner informed the police that the deceased 
accompanied him to a sugar-house, in the locality of the Commet- 
cial-road, on the Thuradsy morning, and that when be came out 
the deceased was gone. 

There was no evidence араісві the prisoner's wife, and ste was 
discharged. 

The head of the body, buried a few insbes under the earth, was 
found about thirty yards from where the corpse was discovered. 

On Satarday, at noon, the prisoner Karl Kohl was brought upon 
remand before the magistrates at Ilford. 

The prisoner Karl Kohl was placed at the bar on remand 
charged with the murder of the German whose name ig ascertained 
by the police to be Theodor Fubrhop. The prisoner is about five 
feet four inches high. He appears to be between thirty and forty 
years of age, and has dark baic and eyes, ro whiskers or 
moustache, but a stiff beard trimmed close. His countenance 
evinced а remarkab'e degree of firmness, the mouth being much 
depressed. He watched tue evidence ав it was given with marked 
attention, and, although by no mea:s а well-looking шар, he ap- 
peared to be a person of considerable inte)leo ual powers. 

Sergeant Bridgland stated that be hid noticd that the boots 
and trousers of the deceased were very dirty. On the morning of 
the 10th I proceeded (he continued) in company with several con- 
stables to s.arch the place where the body was found, and about 
forty-five feet from the spot І saw а quantity of blood mixed with 
water in a ditch. About the same distance from that spot I found 
the wooden baidle of a hammer, which I now produce. (The 
handle in question was similar jo а ra'her large sized hammer used 
by carpenters.) The witness also produced a pair of — whioh

UNPROVOKED MURDER. 

An extraordinary murder has taken placo at Hatcham. The man 
charged with the crime, Richard Havelan, was formerly a soldier in 
her Majesty's service, but latterly be was employed asa labourer on 
the South London чі! «ay, row iu course of construction, and his 
unfortunate victim was л peraon in tho same employ, named John 
Gillespie. Tno facts wore detailed in evidence taken before Mr 
W Payne, coroner for Sonth wark, at an inquest held on the body 
of the deceased at Guy's Hospital on Saturday evening. Е chard 
Newnan, 5 Britannis place, Hatcham, said that the deceased 
lodged with him. He was thirty-five  yesre cf age. A 
mau tamed Richard Havelan, а married man, lived, with 
his wife, in а room in the same house. On fBa'urday 
week a man named Baily wae sitting dricking beer iu 
the lower room, when Havelan and hi: wife came ір. Witness 
offered Havelan в glass of beer, when Baily said, No, be shall not 
have any, for it is my beer and the landlady.” А quarrel ensued, 
and Havelan struck at Baily, who in return hit Havelan and 
knocked him down. ‘The deceased entered the room, and sat 
down at the window, takisg no part in the quarrel. Havelan 
cried out, "My jaw is broken," aod took up the poker to strike 
Baily, but it was taken frem him. The quarrel then cessed, 
and Havelan and Baily shook hands and drank together. They 
were both partly under the influence of liquor. Twenty-five 
minutes afterwards the deceased and Baily, who were 
sitting clo to esch other, fell asleep. avelan walked 
round by the fireplace, and went close to Baily and 
the deceased. He stood talking in that position to bis 
wife for five or six minutes. The witness then noticed that 
his arm rose ani fell three times rapidly, and the beads of 
deceased and Baily were both covered with blood. The ~it- 
ne:?'s nephew snatched the poker, whick Havelan had talk n 
m from bim, and Baily jumped up and struck his assailant. 

he decessed was carried up-stairs, where be Jost a great deal of 
blood, snd Dr. Anderson һай to be sent for in less than буе 
minutes. The decessed kept his bed for three days. He then went 
to work for two days; but he had to go to the hospital, where he 
died. He had been in good beslth before. Eliza Newman gave 
corroborative evidence. Edward Baily, a lebourer, said that after 
the quarrel described by (he first witness had been made up he fell 
asleep, with his head next that of the deceased. He was awoke 
a terrible blow om the head, snd he found Havelen wit 
the poker in both hands striking at him. The wit- 
ness’s head was cut open. It was stated that the poker 
was bent by the force of the blows inflicted with it om the 
heads of the two somes men. Mr. E Reynolds Bay, house 
surgeon, said that deceased was brought to tho hospital paralyzed 
and unable even to speak. He died from the result of injuries in- 
flioted upon his head by means of а blunt instrument. Police- 
constable Weavel, 377 P, esid that on Sunday week he heard of 
the occurrence, bat deceased would not give the prisoner in charge. 
A week later witness tried to arrest Havelan, but the latter and 
his wife had fied. Where they were gould not be ascertained. 
The Coroner having summed up, the jury returned a verdiot of

EXTRAORDINARY MURDER AND SUICIDE AT 
VIENNA. 


A LETTER from Vienus, dated the 8th, says :—" Yesterday morning, 
at а quarter past four o'clock, a stranger, who had a young lady ou 
his arm, demanded а room in the Hotel Zvllinger, in the suburb 
Weden. The porter declared that for the prosont there was no 
nice room disposable, but if he stopped some time in Vienna ha 
would get the next vacant room. The stranger thereupon said 
that ho had jaét come by the express, and felt very e»ld, and any 
room would do for him. Thereupon ono on the third floor was 
opened to him. He asked for coffee, but the porter exoused himself 
that at that early hour be could not supp! y is. Tho stranger then 
locked the door. At eight o'clock a great detonation was beard, and 
before any one could spproach the door another report was heard. 
The chambermaid was called with the pase-key, but ihe door coul! 
not be н ану as в heavy body on the ground barred it inside. 
After being forced, а frightful sight presented itself. Before the 
door lay, on the ground, the still breathing and blood-covered 
body of the stranger in convuleinus; and at thro 
steps’ distance, upon the ground, lay the corpse 
of the girl Between them lay а double-barreled pistol with the 
recent marks of having beea fired. On the table was a ainglo- bar- 
relied pistol, loaded with ball. Tho girl wae beautiful, dark, and 
about twenty-eight. Sbe had on a white opera wrapper, а nice 
Soottish shawl, and а yellow cotton dress dotted black. No pspers 
were found on them The gentleman was elegantly dressed. He 
was clean shaved, had black hair, and was from twenty-six to 
twenty-vight years of age. He had a paletot and check trousers. 
Iu his portemonnaie were florins 3.16 (about 73). No сага iudi- 
cating his name, but two directions—one to а private gentleman in 
Wag-atreet, the other to а merchant named Gobidier, in Joseph- 
stadt. ln his pocket were, besides, a few lozenges and а phial of 
perfume. It is supposed that the stranger must be а native, other- 
wise he would have chosen & more known hotel. Besides, his 
shaving himself showed that he wisbed not to be recognised. It is 
supposed by the reporter that the stranger must have shot the 
girl unawares whilst she had her head tu: ned in the opposite direo- 
tion, for the ball came out through her forehead, and then he ap- 
lied the second barrel to his chin. The ball killing the girl was 
ound in the bed. The room waa covered with blood. The doctor 
and magistrate examined the bodies, but found no marke of violence. 
The corpses were trsneported to the hospital for diesection. The 
affair makes a great noise here."

The election 
is too near at hand for any 
hopes of a military victory 
which will raise the Repub- 
lican spirits. General Grant has 
again been guilty of the folly 
of dividing his army and mak- 
ing two attacks upon the 
enemy—one:on the north, the 
other on the south side of the 
James—and he has paid the 
nsual penalty. He has been 


defeated. The last mail 
steamer conveyed the first 
reports of the disaster, but 


with go much colouring from 
Stanton that few oonld discover 
the real result Siace then 
Stanton bas sent nod pate 16s, 
and the truth bas c me to ns 
through the ord: ary news 
channels. On th north side 
of the James, B: tler tried to 
zet across t White Osk 
Swamp, an! vush into Rich- 
mond from the east, way 
of the Fair Oaks battle-field. 
He was defeated and driven 
back—his organizstion broken

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Ir would be idle to deny that Muller's last words on the scaffold 
have removed an anziocg irritation from the public mind. This 
irritation was not iu sny considerable degree a misgiving as to the 
justice of the sentence and the guilt of the convict; it was rather 
the irritation which honest men are spt to feel, not at listening to 
the repeated praises of а guod man, but at seeing & vulgar mur- 
derer trausformed into а martyr by spurious patriotism in search of 
a canse and a hero. It may havo been also perhaps that irritation 
which, in & somewhat gloomy aud monotonous society, the mere 
incessant repetition of one name and one subject of conversation 
cannot but cause at last, even under Jess favourable conditions than 
those which an exuberaut foreign rationality and a vast news- 
mongering industry that requires constant flashing like a sewer, 
have combined to produce in the present instance. For it is not 
too much to say that Muller has been the nightmare of all 
social intercourse in this unconveresiional country since 
he ceased to be an ingeuious ruffian at large. In Muller's 
case а confession, at least until the rope was round his 
neck, was certainly not to be expected. Simple gratitude to his 
confiding country men, if not a feeling of delicacy towards a clergy- 
man who expressed his earnest hope to meet him “ &t the right hand 
of God,” would be sufficient to account for Muller's constant though 
cautious denials of his guilt so long as в single remote chance of 
escapo from the extreme penalty remained, and to the very last 
moment he msy well bave counted upon msny chances ia bis 
favour. But that bə has confesscd is at least as sensible 
a relief to those who felt convinced of bis guilt as to 
thore who persisted in declaring that Ыз death would bo 
& sacrifice; an expiatory sacrifice to а panic-struck publio, 
to a Ый, police, ard an unjust tribuisl. It has been said 
that tho coneuinmate fruit of all that we cling to and cherish as the 
British constitution is to brirg twelve men into ajury-box. It 
would be weil i: in tho sordid and: jualid multitude that stood 
panting with Llocdthirsty coriceity at the gates of Newgate, there 
we:e а fow who prrecived, under those ghastly trappings, and that 
hideous apparatus, something more sacred and august than a gal- 
lows апа а hangman—perceived the awful presence of authority, 
and the mejesty of law, without which the whole order of socioty 
would relapse into barbarism, end our boasted civilization sink 
into savagery. But for the tolerable certainty that crime wil] be 
detected and punished, what would become, this very day, of ali 
the treasures of the capital and centre of the world’s wealth and 
industry. 'Phcro are countries, we believe, in which not long 
ago а capital sentence wos never executed unless ар explicit con- 
fession had been procured, and where the most refined tortures 
were applied to tbe conscience of the criminal until it could bs ду 
torted. in this country the oficial interrogation of a convict with 
a view to make his life intolerable would shock the public mind 
far more than his exccution upon the honest verdict of a jury. 
Still, while earthly justica ia fellitle, it must always bo consolatary 
to have a condemned prisoner's confession from his own month. Jt 
disperses the shadowy cloud of suspicion, which seldom fsilg to 
light on some innocent persov, when such doubts have not been 
quite cleared up. It is а testimony to the influence of religion in 
lending its sanctions to the judgments of human tribunals, and 
enables us tc think of the Inst scene in а life cut short by crime 
with feelings that must otherwise bo suppressed. Yot it was not 
until he stood on the drop, having received the Sacrament un- 
shaken, and the rope was placed round his neck, that the iron 
revolution of Mullez yiclécd te the earnest appeal of the good 
Lutheran clergyman who attended him to the very brink of another 
world. Then, and rot before, he unburdened his soul before God 
and man with the words, “І did it.”

For those who reflect on the history of the past few yeare, the con- 
vention for the withdrawal of the French army from Rome will 
appear as but the natural term of a series of events which have 
led up to it. The Papal Government has had repeated warnings 
that the occupation of its capital was only provisional, and could 
not possibly be considered as a permanent measure which was to 
endure forever. Over and over again has the Papal Government 
been given to understand that it was supported by a French army 
to give time for enabling it to reconcile itself with the Italian na- 
tion. Over and over again bas it been intimated that the wishes of 
the nation and the principle of non-intervention could not be 
traversed except under highly exceptional circumstances, and as & 
temporary and provisional expedient. But the Papacy would not 
take any steps to reconcile itself with Italy, willing as Italy may 
have beer, and still is, to be reconciled and meet the Holy Father 
half-way. For Frarce to continue the support of its army, 
by the permanent occupation of Home, would, under these 
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circumstances, have been to make itself something worse than 
the tool of the Pope. The performance of such an office

The Emperor was placed in ihe diffi- 
cu): position of friend of two Powera—tibe temporal Government 
of the Pope and tbe Italian Government—both of them usturally 
antagonistic to each other. As his troops are to quit Rome he has 
asked for а guarantee from Italy that she will not go to her capital 
by forca. Italy replied that she could have no difficulty in giving 
that pledge, as she never intended to go there by force. The Pope 
has two years to set his house in order and reconcile himself with 
Italy, and, after the expiry of that term, when the French army 
quits Home, he will be at liberty to organise such a force of his own 
for the maiutenance of his authority as he may deem ез pedient to do, 
acd may be able to do. What he assuredly will not be at liberty to 
do is to allow bands of brigands to be organised and armed in, and 
s: st forth from, his territories, to infest and desolate Italy, or to 
convert his altars into a refuge for these robbers aud marderers 
when they flee from the hands of the avenger of blood acrcss his 
frontiers.

THE PRACTICAL GARDENER. 


—— 
GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


KITCHEN Garpsn.—T ce chief ard most important operation in 
the garden now is the mulching of t he ground where possible, also 
in covering the surface with short dung and litter, as a protection 
from the cutting winds and frosts, and also to enrich the soil. Tho 
beds and pits in which have been grown cucumbers or melons 
will now be found of service in the forcing of asparagus. The 
roots should be three or four years old, carefully taken up, planted 
closely, aud covered five or six incheg with light soil. Look to 
mushroom beds, especially out of doors, and give additional pro- 
tection by fresh straw and additional covering with mailag. 
Use the hoe freqaently between all growing crops of winter and 
other greens. 

FLOWER GARDEN — Attend to garden walka and edgings. 
Dahlias should now be all got in and prepared for storing. Keep 
tulips protected from heavy rains. member this is the best 
serson for removing or laying down new turf, which should be 
т peston. It is also the best time for taking up and replanting 

;ox-edging. 

Fruir Ganpxn.—Continus pruning and nailing as previously 
advised.

She told the men, who 
were now together, that her husband had not drawn any wages, 
and earnestly entreated to be allowed to go up-staira to her children 
but the men refused, and the one who had the knife said he would 
out her throat if she made any more noise. Her appeals were con- 
tinued for some time, and one of the fellows remarked that if the 
eldest child awoke it“ would not scream twice, 28 he would cut ite 
head off.” This scone continued for sume minutes, and at last the 
men made off with all the money (a few pounds) that had been in 
the house, aud a large quantity of wearing epperel, to obtain which 
they had ransacked all tbe drawers aud boxes The men compelled 
Mra.

His гй, 
however, would appear to have babaved with the most un usti- 
fiable crueliy towards him, as on his being brought to Bt. s 
prison he was found to be suffering from several wounds on t 
head and shoulders, evidently inflicted by the swords the convict 
keepers carry ; in addition to which his back was severely braised, 
as if from the infliction of violent blows. Во serious wefe the 
injuries he had sustained that he was at once removed to the prison 
infirmary, and a report of the whole circumstance hag since been 
made to the authorities.

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WARBEN ВТОВМЕВ HALE, LORD 
MAYOR OF LONDON. 


Tue usual characteristics attendant 
upon Lord Mayor's Day were duly ob- 
served on the lth November. Mr. 
W. B. Hale, the new Lurd Mayor, 
whose portrait we give, bas long re- 
sided in the City of London, his place 
of business being in Queeu-sireet, 
Obeapside. 

As member of the Oourt of Common 
Jouncil for many years, and as an 
alderman during the last eight, he bas 
taken а conspicuous snd creditable 

rt in the business of the corporation, 
and в keen interest in publio affairs. 
He served the office of Sheriff of Lon- 
don in 1851, and was elected, in 1856, 
a member of the Ooort of Aldermen 
for the Ward of Ovleman-atreet. At 
cne time or other he has been chair- 
man of the principal committees of the 
Common ‘Council, and has, at length, 
been raised to the dignity of chief 
magistrate, in the regular order of 
rotation. 

The liverymen convened in Gaild- 
ball elected him with scarcely a dis- 
sentient voice; and, although it is the 
invariable custom on such ocoasions 
to submit to a show of bands the 
names of all the aldermen who aie 
eligible for election to the mayoralty, 
there was not one among his brethren 
of tbe Oourt of Aldermen but would 
have been sorry to have been chosen 
in his stead. 

On introducing Mr. W. В. Hale to 
the Court of Exchequer, at West- 
minster, the Recorder said: I have to 
introduce to your lordsbips the Right 
Hon. the Lord Mayor, who, according 
to ancient custom, presente himself „to 
your lordships to announce his eleo- 
tion to the high office to which the 
favour of his fellow-citizeng has raised 
him. Many have been the worthy 
men who in successive years have ap- 
peared in this court to make а similar 
anneuncement, but there have been 
few who could look upon the distinc- 
tion conferred upon them as the re- 
ward of more substantial services 
rendored to their fellow-citizens than 
the present Lord Mayor. His career 
affords us signal proof of how much 
real and laeting good may be done hy 
a single individual, by quiet, patient, 
and persevering;effort in the sphere in

istence to his persevering «fforts. But, 
while schools for the education of the 
poorer classes ia this country bad 
multiplied, he saw that tbere was 
one class for which little provision had 
been made, aud he was one of the first 
to perceive the mischiof which was 
likely to arise from ewployers being 
& less educated body than the employed. 
He bad indeed been the pioneer ine 
cause which is now evgaging the st- 
tention of thoughtful men—I mean 
that of a middle-class education. At his 
instance, and under his advice, the cor- 
poration were led to found the City of

COMPEIGNE. 


November sgain finds the Court of France sojourning at Oom- 
peigne, and the usual series of guests invited to participate in the 
varied amucoments which are each autumn arranged to break the 
monotony of life at the Court of Napoleon, consisting of hunting, 
shooting, balle, theatricale, &o, &›. 

The hunting appears to be the chief attraction ; and its features 
have formed the subject of our artist's pencil on pages 860 and 361. 
They embrace * The Meot” in the forest to hunt the stag, “ Full 
Cry,” aud “ The Curee," which letter portion of a day's bunting in 
Fiance is of bigh importance. The ceremony is performed in the 
moat formal manner. When the feet ої the stag are cut off, 
and presented to tho person in hovour of whom the chase 
bae been held, the animal is carried, with all due formalities, 
underneath the wiudows of the chateau, and those who bave beeu 
privileged to take part in the hunt form themselves into & circle 
on borsebacz. A blast having been blown by the huatsman, the 
steg cut up, and the entrails taken out, the huntaman, or ove of his 
assistunt», wits astride of the carcase, concealing the flesh strewn 
underneath, whilst he shakes the antlered head to exasperate the 
doge. The latter, alter reing forcibly kept off, are allowed to rush 
in, but only to be driven back yelping with pain. At length, when 
а signal is given by the person in whose honour the chase has taken 
place, they are allowed to rush upon their prey, and at this critical 
moment the man holding the head carries it hastily off, and dis- 
covers the curee to the howling dogs. 


Dr-GRACEPUL SCENE AT A FUNERAL —On Friday last an extra- 
ordinary and painful scene took place at Woodston, near Peter- 
borough. The eldest воп of Mr. Thomas Powell, а highly re- 
spectable farmer of the village, having died, hig parente wished 
to have hfm buried in the pretty little churobyard of the parish. 
As a matter of courtesy, the Rev. А Marray, independent minister, 
to whose congregation Ме. Powell belovged, waited upon the Rev. 
J. Ellaby, the incumbent, avd informed him that Mr. Powell wasa 
strict nonconformist, and objected to the use of some portions of 
the burial вогтісе. Subsequently Mr. Ellaby went with Mr. Powell 
himself to the churchyard and ohose a aite for the grave, and no 
obstac!o of any kind was anticipated. On Friday afternoon, when 
the funcral procession &pproscüed tha cuurchyard, the grave was 
found prepared. Halting at the entrance ihe corpse was placed on 
a chair whilst the Rev. A. Murray read a simple service, such as dis- 
senters use on such occasions. Не was ко engaged when а m«ssen- 
ger arrived with the intimation tha: the Rev. J Ellaby 
was wailing in the oburoch. A courteous reply was re- 
turned that the sorvises of the clergyman would not be required, 
and a move was made towards the grave. Мг. Eilaby issued from 
the church, and declared in am excited manner that the corpse 
should not be buried there. Mr. Murray stepped on one side, and 
said, " You are aware, sir, we have the privilege of silent inter- 
ment" "Ido not care for your pri ea,” the incumbent re- 
pe "I will throw you into the Ecclesiastical Court.” Не then 
eft the churchyard, bidding the sexton stand by the grave. M«an- 
while the afilicted mourners were looking on in a atate of grief and 
perplexity, which may well be imagined. At last the father 
stepped forward, and said, if no опе would fill in the grave of his 
chiid, be would do во himself. He took a spade for that purpose, 
but the eeaton wreuched it by furce out of hie hands. A crowd had 
go hered round, and nootings acd cries of © Shame” were raised, but 
Mr. fllaby did not return, &nd without bis authority the sexton 
would allow no one to touch the grave. Eventually the relatives 
reluctantly withdrew, leaving the body unburied. On the follow-

FATAL CBINOLINE ACOIDENT. 

An inquest was held at the X Canteen, South Camp, A!dershott, 
on Monday morning, before Mr. Spencer Clarke, coroner for North 
Hants, on the body of Jane M'Kay, aged twenty-two years, a 
nureemaid in the family of Dr. Gasooigne, Royal Engineers, resid- 
ing in * Y" lines, South Camp, wko mt her death through barns 
&ocidenta!ly received on Thursday se'nuight The jury haviog 
viewed the body, which lay at the Fema'e Hospital, the first witness 
called was Emma Haslett, cook in the same family, who said that 
on Thursday morniog week the deceased was sitting by the side of 
the fire in the kitchen, nursing Dr. Gascoigne's youngest child, 
witness herself being at a table close by. The child being restless, 
the deceased tossed it to and fro, and in doing so her dress took fire 
behind, and in afew seconds she wasall in a blaze. Witness called 
for assistance, and her master aud herself procured blanaets and 
smothered the flames. Deceased was not in the habit of wearing 
any flannel underclothing, and when her dress took fire the flames 
mounted high over her head іа a moment or two. Wit- 
ness had repeatedly warned deceased of the danger of sitting 
во close to the fire without the fireguard up, and her 
mistress had мео cautioned her several times of the great 
danger to which she was exposing herself, both at the bi:chen 
and drawing-room fire, at the latter of which she was found 
only the night previous to the accident fast asleep. Dr. Edward 
Charles Gascoigne said he was surgeon to the Royal Engineers 
Tho decoased was his nursemaid. 
week he was getting up when he heard what be thought was the 
child falling on the floor, and directly «forwards a scream from the 
last witness that “ nurse was on fire.’ Unappareled as ho was, he 
rushed to the door of the Бед тоот and opened it, when the de- 
oeased buret past him on fire, tbe flames two feot above her head. 
Having taken the blankets from his bed Le wrapped them round 
the poor girl avd forced ber into the kitchen on to the floor. He 
then threw а quantity of water over the blankets, and thus stiflod 
the flames. was not on fire#boves minute and a half, but 
when he removed the blankets there was noia shred of clothing 
on the upper part of the body, except her wristbands. Suo was 
burnt dreadfully about the arms, bressts, and stomach, aud from 
the back of her neck to her heels. He had her lifted ou to her bed, 
and subsequently rewoved her to the Female Hospital, where she re- 
ceived every attention ; and to the surprise of every opne—u:: зев 
and medical men—she survived the accident seven day:, wh n 
death pui an end to her sufferings.

Pussuep By IxpiAws— Tbe Kansas correspondent of the 
New York Times gives an возоци& of the retreat of an expedition 
sent а few weeks ago agsinst the Indians, but suddenly encountered 
by superior numbers :—'' As soon as our party about-faced to return, 
we had a liveiy and most exciting exhibition of their peculiar 
tactics. Yelling, they circled nearly arcund us, at а distance of 
from fi‘ty to 200 yards, each warrior riding at the top of his pony's 
speed, circling to the left, always firing, and falling back to re-load 
The circle immediately near to us had a^vut 200 warriors іп it, and 
about 300 more reinforecd them as need mig: be, while from the 
wesi, hundreds of ‘others, mounted ,or on foot, could be seen either 
basteuing to the fight or looking on ss spectators. Our force con- 
sisted of about sixty men. We occupied the outer, falling back 
slowly, the rear or front platoon, asthe needs might, facing about, 
or right or left, aud by well directed vol'eys checking the yelling 
devils’ furious ride aud attack. Many of them mu:t have been 
killed aud wouuded, as we could sco them fall, be put on ponies 
sgain, aud carried to the rear. Tho опе was exciting beyond 
desciiption. The writer has geen мё ез and skirmishes innu- 
merable, participating in some busiwackers avd regular forces, 
but of all the wild and furious ecenes in warfare he has yet witnessed, 
that of this Indian fight was th» most farlous and exciting. 
The wild uncouth figures, tho fierco yells, the rapid firing, and 
still more rapid riding, with the superb horsemansbip displayed 
by these red Cossacks, made а rashing рапогашіо picture which 
memory will not soon lose.

A VETERAN.— Last night в reprosentative of a bygone age of 
the time when England was indeed defended by "her wooden 
walle,” appeared at No. 1 Polioe-station.

BOYALTY IN TROUBLE. 


THERE was in 1858 в person named Antoine de Tonnens practising 
as an attorney, or avoue, in the town of Periguevx, and one fiue day 
he disposed of bis business to а brother lawyrr and embarked for 
South America with а view of establishing а colony in Araucania. 
He found, he says, the Araucanians without а ruler, without & 
government, without organization, and perpetually menaced by the 
Chilians. He made the acquaintance of а cacique who bad 
inflaence in the country, an! through him offered to his 
countrymen to enlighten them on their rights, and to 
give them an organization and a government Tho 
Araucanians socepte his cffer, and named bim their 
King. Tho Patsgonians, jealous of the gocd fortane of their 
neighbours, also offered the crown to M. de Tonnens, who accepted 
it, so that he was sovereign of both nations, by the style and title 

Orllio Antoine I. Before his Government had time to take much 
root in the country Orllic Antoine I was dethroned. Ho was 
attacked by the Chillans, made prisoner, and condemned to death, 
from which he was with some difficulty rescued by the Freuch 
authorities. He was put on board ship and conveyed to Brest, 
where be landed about & year ago. Soon after his arrival in Paris 
he issued a manifesto to the followirg effect :— 

“Kingdom of Araucania avd Patagonia Oreation of a factory 
in South America, with a capital of 100,000,000f— We, Ого 
Antoine 1, by the grace of God ard the national will, King of 
Araucanía aud Patagonia, considering, as we have shown in our 
divers publicetions, tho immense advantage to Frauce of introduc- 
ing her Јаркш рде in t.e eouth of the American continent, as a 
counterpoiae to the influence of the three great Powers already es- 
tablished there—namely, England, Spain, and Portogal,—and in 
order to give the French commerce imp rtant markets for its pro- 
duots, we propose, &2.” 

This manifesto, which invited people to subscribe in favour 
of the French ides, remained without effect; not a centime 
was forthooming, and the office in the Ree Vivienne had 
to bə shut up. The civil lst of Araucania and Pategonia not being 
available, and the Parisians declining to give money for the reeto- 
ration of their sovereign, be was reduced to consiersble straits. 
He had been for some months living at an hotel in Paris; had run 
пра bill which he was uvable to pay, and the consequence was 
that his Arancanian Mejesty eppeared on Ssturday Jast in the Cor- 
rectis! Police Court on a charge of swindling, which was set forih 
in tbe following terms by the prisiding judge :— 

“In December last you slighted at one of the best hotels in Paris. 
You engaged au apartment at 150f (£7) a month. You intimated 
your iutention of boarding atthe hotel, which is easily understood, 
for you could not well board elsewhere. You were without re- 
sources, but you had, we are told, an excellent appetite. Your 
tastes were of a very refined nature. You required the moet sump- 
{посв fare, and when the dishes were not sufficiently delicate you 
rejected them. When persons are in euch penury ав you were they 
should be much more modest, even though they may have ben 
Kings of Araucania and Patagonia. You lived in this way during 
four months. Now, for a man who perhsps bad wora a crown, 
bat who had nota farthing in bis pocket, this was not over-deli- 
oste conduct. Опе day you disappeared from your hotel; you went 
I don’t know where, t» your family to solicit aid. You returned to 
your hotel, and then you spoke of resources which would enab'e 
you to psy your debt, resources to be derived from an entet- 
prise you were about to engage in—fectories in Arucania 
and Patagonia Ycu opened offives in Paris in а little oorner 
of the Hue Vivienne. You printed statutes of а compsny, 
with 100 millions of francs capital. Your attempt did not succo! ; 
you did not get а rous. You were asked how you meant to psy 
your hotel expenses, and youjsaid you should do 80; when you formed 
your company. How, without baving а singlo subscriber, could you 
pay ? Did you mean to pay your personal expenses with the money 
of your shareholdera? In fact, you have not been able to Pr [1 
psss over certain matters whivh іп а moral poiut of view might have 
their weight. You are reproached with certain marceavres in order 
to throw dust in ihe eyes of the persons who fed and lodged you 
for four months; aud supposing that at first you were only im- 
prudent, still there must have come а moment when you could 
bave no further illusion as to your resources. What answer can 
you make?” 

A long examination followed, in which the accused tried 
to defend himself as beat he could. He bad hopes of forming 
bis company; he had hopes of getting back his crown; 
he had no intention of swindling anybody; he had given 
the Isndlady of the hotel an acknowledgment of his 
debt, which he meant and which he tried to pay ; but all his exer- 
tions to raise money failed. Witnesses were called, who deposed 
that he had been for some time King of Araucania, and that he had 
been taken prisoner by the Chilians and sentenced to be shot, aud 
that he was saved by tbe French authorities Moreover, it was 
proved by & letter from tbe Procureur at Periguenx that during 
the tims he practised there às a lawyer be had borve an excellent 
character for probity. The Procureur moreover added that he did 
not believe him capable of swindling anybody, but that his pre- 
tended royalty of Araucanía had completely upset his ideas and 
made him indulge the most preposterous projects, and that he 
gi stoned with а monomanis which had completely absorbed his 
intellect. 

The judgment of the court was to this effec! :— 

“ Whereas by assuming the title of Prince snd King of Arau- 
eania the accused may have acted under the influence of chimerios! 
thoughts and facts, but whiob, perhaps, to him seemed true; that, 
consequentiy, the character of swindling not appearing in the 
сме, п decided that there was good reason to pronounce his ac- 
quittal.” 

He was accordingly set at liberty. What meacures he mesué іо 
adopt towards his restoration to the throne of Arsucania no one can 
tell. Meantime, it is well it should be known that the Arsucspians 
and Patagonians аге without а sovereign, and without а constitu- 
tion, and would probably accept the firat candidate that may present 
himielf.
